SUMMARY: SUPPORT FOR IMPROVEMENTS TO CENTO MICROWAVE 
SYSTEM IN PAKISTAN COULD BE USEFUL AREA FOR ADDITIONAL U.S. 
ASSISTANCE TO CENTO ECONOMIC PROGRAM AND COULD BE ANNOUNCED 
AT UPCOMING CENTO MINISTERIAL MEETING IN ANKARA. HOWEVER, 

THERE HAS BEEN LONGSTANDING CHICKEN-AND-EGG DEBATE BETWEEN 
U.S./U.K. AND REGIONAL MEMBERS ON WHETHER DONOR COMMIT- 
MENT SHOULD PRECEDE OR FOLLOW DETAILED DEVELOPMENT OF PROJECT 
PROPOSALS. WE WOULD HOPE U.S. POSITION AT MINISTERIAL 
MEETING WOULD STRENGTHEN U.S./U.K. POSITION BY NOT RPT NOT 
COMMITTING FUNDS PRIOR TO COMPLETION OF PROJECT SURVEY. 

TENTATIVE CONCLUSION FROM MICROWAVE SURVEY TEAM INDICATES SYSTEM 
COULD BE IMPROVED FAIRLY READILY. IN ADDITION, U.S. MIGHT 
OFFER TO INCREASE CONTRIBUTIONS TO MULTILATERAL TECHNICAL 
ASSISTANCE FUND, SCIENTIFIC BOOK FUND, SCIENTIFIC SPARE PARTS 
FUND, AND/OR PROVIDE SHORT-TERM CONSULTANTS AND TRAINING 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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OPPORTUNITIES FOR CENTO PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT STAFF. END 
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SUMMARY. 

1. PRIOR DONOR COMMITMENT VS. PRIOR PROPOSAL DEVELOPMENT. 

A. FOR THE PAST YEAR, BEGINNING WITH 1974 ECONOMIC 
COMMITTEE MEETING, THE U.S. POSITION HAS BEEN TO REFUSE TO 
PLEDGE FUNDS OR MAKE ANY COMMITMENT TO ANY CENTO ACTIVITY 
BEFORE FULL PROJECT DETAILS ARE AVAILABLE. THIS POSTURE HAS 
BEEN FULLY SUPPORTED BY U.K. ON THE OTHER HAND, PAKISTAN 
AND TURKEY HAVE INSISTED ON PLEDGES IN ADVANCE. (SEE CENTO 
REPORT EC/231 1, FEB. 26, 1975 AND REF B, ITEM I . PARAS 2 

AND 3.) 

B. THE ISSUE WAS RESOLVED IN OUR FAVOR AT 1975 ECONOMIC 
COMMITTEE MEETING IN LONDON APRIL 8-10, AT WHICH REGIONAL MEMBERS 
DEVISED STEP-BY-STEP PROCEDURES AND AGREED THAT QUESTION OF 
SOURCE AND AMOUNT OF FUNDING SHOULD BE RAISED AFTER RPT AFTER 
PROJECT PROPOSAL IS SUFFICIENTLY DEVELOPED TO PERMIT 

RATIONAL DISCUSSION. (SEE REPORT C/22/D3, APRIL 15, 1975, 

ESPECIALLY SECTION IV, PARAS 10-14, AND REF C, SUMMARY AND 
PARAS 1-3.) 

C. U.S. DELEGATION TO MINISTERIAL COUNCIL COULD STRENGTHEN 
THE ECONOMIC COMMITTEE'S ACTION ON PROGRAMMING BY INSISTING 
UPON THIS STEP-BY-STEP APPROACH. 

2. CENTO MICROWAVE SYSTEM IN PAKISTAN. THE U.S. DELEGATION 
COULD PROPOSE THAT THE MICROWAVE SURVEY NOW UNDERWAY, AS THE 
FIRST SURVEY COMPLETED SINCE THE ECONOMIC COMMITTEE ADOPTED 
THE NEW APPROACH, BE CONSIDERED UNDER THAT APPROACH, I.E., 

IF THE FINAL SURVEY TEAM REPORT IS SIMILAR TO THE TENTATIVE CONCLU- 
SIONS WE HAVE HEARD (SEE PARA 3 BELOW), AND IF CENTO AND 
PAKISTAN APPROVE, THE U.S. WOULD BE WILLING TO CONSIDER 
FINANCING THE MODIFICATIONS SUGGESTED. (FYI: THE SURVEY IS TAKING 
PLACE ONLY BECAUSE PAKISTAN WANTED U.S. FINANCING AND THE U.S. 
REFUSED TO MAKE ANY COMMITMENT UNTIL DEFINITIVE DATA WAS 
AVAILABLE. END FYI.) 

3. STATUS OF MICROWAVE SURVEY. THE CENTO MICROWAVE SURVEY 
TEAM PLANS TO WRITE ITS REPORT IN LATE MAY. HEARSON (U.S.

MEMBER OF TEAM) REPORTED BY TELEPHONE FROM TEHRAN THAT THE 
TEAM HAS CONDUCTED PERTINENT TESTS ON THE SYSEM AND REACHED 
TENTATIVE CONCLUSIONS CONCERNING THE PAKISTAN PORTION. HEARSON 
REPORTS THAT CENTO'S RCA EQUIPMENT IN PAKISTAN IS NOT RPT NOT 
IN GOOD SHAPE. SUBSEQUENT TO COMPLETION OF THE CENTO SYSTEM, 
PAKISTAN OBTAINED AND INSTALLED NIPPON ELECTRIC COMPANY (NEC) 
SYSTEM, INCLUDING CONSIDERABLE COAXIAL CABLE MILEAGE, FOR 
DOMESTIC TRAFFIC. SINCE THE NEC SYSTEM IS GOOD, THE SURVEY 
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TEAM IS LEANING TOWARD RECOMMENDING THAT INTERNATIONAL TRAFFIC 
NOW ON CENTO'S RCA EQUIPMENT SYSTEM BE TRANSFERRED TO THE 
NEC SYSTEM AND RCA EQUIPMENT BE MODIFIED AND INTEGRATED INTO 
THE DOMESTIC TRAFFIC SYSTEM. HEARSON SAYS THIS IS FEASIBLE. 

REQUIRED PARTS ARE READILY AVAILABLE IN THE U.S., BUT ONLY WILD 
GUESSES OF COSTS COULD BE MADE IN THE FIELD. HOWEVER, 

HE BELIEVED COSTS FOR MODIFICATION SHOULD BE SUBSTANTIALLY LESS 
THAT THE COMPLETE UPGRADING OF THE OLD CENTO/RCA SYSTEM FOR 
INTERNATIONAL TRAFFIC. HE CONFIRMED THAT SPECIFIC EQUIPMENT 
REQUIRED TO MODIFY THE RCA EQUIPMENT COULD BE INCLUDED IN THE 
SURVEY TEAM REPORT. SUBSEQUENT CIRCULATION OF LIST AMONG U.S. 
SUPPLIERS SHOULD PRODUCE SPECIFIC PRICES. STILL TO BE OBTAINED 
WOULD BE ESTIMATED COSTS OF LOCAL LABOR AND POSSIBLE FOREIGN 
TECHNICIAN. 

4. OTHER POSSIBLE U.S. PROPOSALS. THE U.S. DELEGATION COULD 
ANNOUNCE OTHER POSSIBLE ACTIONS AS FOLLOWS: 

A. INCREASED CONTRIBUTION TO THE MULTILATERAL TECHNICAL 
ASSISTANCE FUND, BUT IN RELATION TO DEVELOPMENT OF SOUND 
PROJECTS IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE NEW PROGRAMMING PROCEDURE. 

(FYI: U.S. IS CURRENTLY CONTRIBUTING $105,000 OF TOTAL OF 
$315,000. THE SECRETARIAT WILL HAVE DIFICULTY PROCESSING MORE 
THAN A MODEST INCREASE UNTIL PROGRAMMING CAPABILITY IS DEVELOPED, 
BUT AN OFFER OF SOME INCREASE SHOULD SPUR ACTIVITY TOWARD THIS 
OBJECTIVE. THE AMOUNT OF INCREASE MIGHT BE DETERMINED BY 
SUGGESTING THE SECRETARIAT CONSULT OTHER CENTO MEMBERS AS IT 

DID FOR THE RECENTUSG- APPROVED INCREASE OF APPROXIMATELY 
$4,100 FOR MULTILATERAL SCIENTIFIC FUND. END FYI.) 

B. INCREASED CONTRIBUTION TO U.S.-FINANCED SCIENTIFIC 
BOOK FUND (NOW $30,000) AND SCIENTIFIC SPARE PARTS PROGRAM 
(NOW $50,000) BY SOME AMOUNT TO BE WORKED OUT BETWEEN 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SECRETARIAT AND AID. (FYI: USES OF THESE FUNDS ARE QUITE 
IN LINE WITH ECONOMIC COMMITTEE ACTION TO MOVE CENTO 
PROGRAM TOWARD RESEARCH AND PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS. 

END FYI.) 

C. PROVIDE SHORT-TERM CONSULTANTS TO AND TRAINING 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR CENTO STAFF SELECTED FOR PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT. 

5. COMMENT: IF CENTO CAN DEVELOP PROGRAMMING CAPABILITY, 

SPECIFIC PROJECTS (CAPITAL OR TECHNICAL) COULD BE PREPARED IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE REGIONALS' WISHES ON ARES OF COOPERATION, 

AND REALISTIC COST ESTIMATES FOR COHERENT PROJECTS COULD BE 
PRESENTED TO EXISTING FUNDING BODIES WITHIN CENTO OR TO MEMBER 
COUNTRIES. IN EITHER CASE, THE U.S. AND U.K. MIGHT AT LAST 

HAVE SOME IDEA OF WHAT COULD BE DONE SHOULD ADDITIONAL 
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RESOURCES BE CONSIDERED FOR CENTO. US AND UK HAVE WORKED 
CLOSELY IN PAST AND HAVE EXCHANGED VIEWS IN ADVANCE ON ALL 
ITEM TO BE DISCUSSED AT CENTO ECONOMIC MEETINGS. THERE- 
FORE, WE WOULD HOPE EMBASSY LONDON (DENNIS SANBERG) WOULD 
HAVE OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS ABOVE WITH OVER SEAS DEVELOPMENT 
MINISTRY PRIOR TO MINISTERIAL MEETING.
